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Studies to Begin on Extending Kenilworth 


Avenue; Phase

The Maryland State High¬ 
way Administration (SHA) 
has initiated project plan¬ 
ning studies for the improve¬ 
ment of Kenilworth Ave. Ex¬ 
tended (Edmonston Road/ 
Md. 201 and Baltimore Ave./ 
U.S. 1. Successive Green- 
belt city councils have 
fought the extension of Ken¬ 
ilworth Ave. since the 1970s, 
believing that such widen¬ 
ing would bring increased 
traffic, especially trucks, in¬ 
to the city. Similarly, city 
councils have opposed the 
construction of the Inter- 
County Connector on the 
grounds that the ICC would 
hook up Kenilworth Avenue 
Extended and funnel traffic 
through the city to the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway 
and the Beltway. 

The project study staff will 
develop and evaluate alternatives 
for improving Kenilworth Ave¬ 
nue Extended and Baltimore 
Avenue from the Capital Belt¬ 
way (1-05) to juist north of Muir- 
kirk Road. Expected to take 
about two to three years, the 
initial process is split into three 
major phases, each separated by 
a public forum, according to 
SHA project manager Alan 
Straus. 

This phase includes “agency 
and pulblic involvement, the re¬ 
view of add reasonable build al¬ 
ternatives and the mo-build alter¬ 
native, as well as social, eco¬ 
nomic and natural and environ¬ 
mental analyses.” In the 1970s 
a study was made of the pro¬ 
posed extension but location ap¬ 
proval was not given. The im¬ 
pact on the environment and lo¬ 
cal opposition were cited as rea¬ 
sons at that time for no further 
action on the project. Since then, 
however, the Capital Office Park 
complex, consisting of six office 
buildings, was constructed. Two 
more buildings are also pro- 
jecbed. The proposed federal 
courthouse its also expected to 
rise at the intersection of Ed- 
raonston Road and Oherrywood 
Lane. 

Straus notes that during phase 
I of the project planning phase, 
considera tions will include the 
no build alternatives, various 
Master Plan alignments and ad¬ 
ditional alternative road align¬ 
ments “to solve the transporta¬ 
tion needs and goal of the pro¬ 
ject” Upon completion of the 
preliminary concepts, he said, 
there will be “a public infor- 
m&ifckm meeting to inform the 
public and obtain comments.” 

Straus said that in phase 2 
“we will go back to the drawing 
boards with information, includ¬ 
ing comments received, and come 
up with detailed alternatives.” 
An environmental document will 
be prepared prior to phase 3, 
the “locational phase / design 
phase,” The phase 3 public hear¬ 
ing is a “recorded, more formal

meeting,” Straus observed, add¬ 
ing that the presentation will in¬ 
clude maps and “discussion of 
individual needs and desires.” 

The comments from phase 3 
will then be analyzed, and a 
team composed of representa¬ 
tives from various counties and 
disciplines will come up with a 
recommendation which will be 
forwarded to State Highway Ad¬ 
ministrator Hal Kassoff. 

Funding is available only for 
the project planning study. 

Straus said that citizen in¬ 
volvement in the planning pro¬ 
cess is encouraged. Written com¬ 
ments and requests to be in¬ 
cluded on the project mailing list 
may be submitted to him at the 
Project Planning Division, State 
Highway Administration, P.O.

SHA Project Manager Carl 
Teite said, “Basically, we are 
now responding to concerns ex¬ 
pressed by environmental agen¬ 
cies during the review process.” 
He explained that a new alter¬ 
native northern alternative Nl, 
N2—has been drawn up that 
basically follows the Master 
Plan for Md. 28, connects Md. 
28 to Md. 198, then runs north 
of Md. 198 and ties back into 
1-95 at 1-198. After the analysis 
of the northern alternative is 
completed, it will be evaluated 
by the various environmental 
agencies. Location approval must 
also be obtained from the Fed¬ 
eral Highway Administration be¬ 
fore the final design process 
can start. 

During the design process, 
Teits noted, “We will then con¬ 
tinue efforts to purchase the re¬ 
maining rights-of-way.”

Among the Barnes Commis¬ 
sion's objectives are to provide 
greater growth controls in the 
Baltimore - Washington corridor 
and thereby reduce environmen¬ 
tal damage to the Chesapeake 
Bay. The report's draft state¬ 
ment indicates that the State 
would play a stronger role in 
the oversight and coordination 
of future growth. However, crit¬ 
ics of the report respond that 
this area would see increased 
density of development if the 
proposals were implemented. 
Others suggest that the State 
would be allowed to take too 
many powers away from the 
County regarding land use poli¬ 
cies. 

There will be a question and 
answer session after the panel¬ 
ist's presentations.

He anticipates 
reductions in personnel for re¬ 
fuse collections.

Wins Award, Expands 

The Hunting Ridge Recycling 
Committee received a Certificate 
of Recognition from Prince 
Georges County's Citizens Con¬ 
cerned for a Cleaner County. 
This is the second year Hunting 
Ridge has received recognition 
for the program. 

The pilot recycling program 
has been expanded to include 
plastic bottles and all types of 
metal cans, in addition to news¬ 
print, glass and aluminum. 

Unlike the soon-to-begin coun¬ 
ty recycling program, which will 
accept only aluminum cans, the 
Hunting Ridge program recycles 
bimetal cans. Plastic items that 
are recyclable are soda, milk, 
water and detergent bottles, not 
bleach, antifreeze or motor oil 
containers.

Committee meets on the third 
Wednesday of every month at 
the clubhouse. The next meeting 
will be held on March 20.

“Laughter through tears is my favorite emotion,” de¬ 
clares Truvy Jones, proprietor of Truvy’s House of Beauty 
in Chinquapin, Louisiana. Prince Georges Little Theatre’s 
production of Steel Magnolias offers plenty of “laughter 
through tears,” as well as just plain laughter. 

The six characters in ithe play mother but woe betide the father 


show their strength and beauty, 
along with their foibles and 
fears, enthusiasms and pet 
peeves as they come to Truvy 
(played with verve by Helen 
Cam&ron) for their ritual of 
beauty on Saturday mornings. 
Key events in the life of Shelby 
(played by Danielle Levitan) 
form the focus for the four 
scenes, just as Shelby herself 
serves as a catalyst for change 
and blossoming in the lives of 
the others. 

The opening scene takes place 
on Shelby's wedding morning. 
She and her mother, M’Lynn 
(Wanda Hurley) have come to 
have their hair done for this 
important day and to share the 
last-minute tensions and argu¬ 
ments traditional for a bride and 
her mother. 

The romance of the bride 
sparks happy remembrances 
from neighbor Clairee (Mae Ta- 
woda), widow of the former 
mayor. Her late husband couldn't 
quite last until their 50th anni¬ 
versary, “but at least he made 
it through the football pllay- 
offs. 

Neighborhood curmudgeon 
Ouiser (Eugenia Sorgnit) com¬ 
plains with spit and vinegar that 
all of her magnolias have been 
stolen for bridal decorations and 
her dog is being driven to a 
nervous breakdown by the wed¬ 
ding preparations. She doesn't 
hold it against the bride or her 


of the bride when he crosses 
her path. Sorgnit manages to 
show that Ou'ser's crabby crusti¬ 
ness is her defense against life's 
hard knocks, -but she's -still sus¬ 
ceptible to kindness — incoming 
and outgoing. 

It is Ouiser’s simple method 
of direct questioning that re¬ 
veals the mystery surrounding 
newcomer Annelle (Megan Rich¬ 
ardson).
